The lowering clouds, the muddy 
grounds and the debris left by the 
storm of Monday gave a gloomy 
aspect to the State Fair grounds 
this morning, but everyone con­ 
nected with the fair went to work 
w ith a determination to do the best 
possible under the circumstances, 
and soon everything was in ship­ 
shape again. 
W ith g >od weather from now on 
the fair will be made a grand suc­ 
cess, and even with rain, though 
the speed events would have to be 
abandoned, the remainder of the 
programme can be carried out suc- 
cesssully. 
The heavy storm, coming so un­ 
expectedly Monday, did consider­ 
able damage at the grounds. 
T he high wind swept over the 
grounds, tearing down several of 
the small tents elected by those 
holding concessions, 
and 
laying 
low the tent in which was located 
the poultry department. 
A num­ 
ber of coops were broken open and 
the chickens escaped, but all were 
captured without 
harm befalling 
them. 
T h e poultry coops were removed 
in the blinding rain to the sheep 
building, where the permanent ex­ 
hibit will be held. 
Superintendent E . E . Codding, 
of the poultry department, was on 
the grounds at 7 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, and soon had the exhibits re­ 
arranged 
and 
placed 
the 
large 
number of 
entries which arrived 
last night. 
The poultry 
display 
w ill be bcld in the east and south­ 
east part of the sheep buildicg. 
T he 
electrical 
display 
at 
the 
grounds 
Monday 
afternoon 
was 
something twful. 
A bolt of light­ 
ning struck a pole of the tent used 
for shelterii g cattle that could not 
be accommodated in the barns, and 
a fine Jersey calf belonging to Sam 
W . Colem?n, of Pettis county, was 
killed. 
The 
tent 
was 
partly 
wrecked and a number of the ani­ 
mals 
were moved to other build­ 
ings. 
The damage to the tent was 
repaired this morning. 
It was expected that the heavy 
driving 
rain 
would 
damage the 
race track considerably, but inves­ 
tigation 
shows 
that it was 
not 
washed badly, aud after a little at­ 
tention will be in as good condition 
as before.

Rufus Hawkins, colored, was ar­ 
rested this morning by Billy Drake 
and Officer Leftwich, on a charge 
of first degree murder committed 
in St. Louis on the loth of August. 
The information was furnislied 
by Chief of Police K^ely, of St 
Louis, 
and the prisoner will be 
held for the St. Louis officers. 
The prisoner was seen tiiis morn­ 
ing by a D e m o c r a t repirter and | 
admitted that he was the party 
wanted, but he did not know the 
name of his victim, who was a 
young white man. 
Hawkins says he was walking 
along the street in St. Louis on the 
loth inst. with a lady friend, when 
a party of four or five white young 
men began guying him. 
A quarrel followed, when one of 
the men struck Hawkins with a 
stick of wood, after which he used 
his knife. 
The prisoner says he 
acted in self-defenfe.
